HENRY WARD BEECHER 
gPIRITUAL DROUTH. 


of the world the seasons 
opinaan a manner upon the currents 
and atmospherie influences that the year is 
divided into the season of rain and the 
season of dryness. At the Cape of Good 
Hope there are months in which everything 
iz ecorehed, dried up, and apparently dead, 
although the ground is full of bulbs and 
roots that carry their life in them. But in 
our northern climate there is an equabil- 
ity, ssort of distributive season, so that it 
is seldom that we are subject, except in a 
eomparative degree, to drouth. This sum- 
wert however, has been an exception. 
There has been for six weeks almost no 
rin. Wells are failing in the country. 
Streams of water are running very shallow. 
Pastures are almost ended. Many harvests 
are beginning very materially to suffer. 
Prematurely, there are beginning to be yel- 
low leaves in all the trees except those that 
grow in moist places. The ground looks 
brown where but a few weeks ago it was 
green a3 grass. 

There are a grea many analogies between 
spiritual drouth and real natural drouth. 
I observe that a drouth steals upon the 
ground insensibly. No person knows it 
beforehand, or can predict it. 1t has been 
a week, and we say: “ Well, it is onlya 
week since we had rain; we will have it 
soon, doubtless.” It has been ten days, and 
wesay: “tis about time for that rain to 
eome ; but it will come before long.” It 
has been a fortnight, and we say: “I wish 
that rain would come ;” but we take no 
special alarm. it has been three weeks, 
and we say: “It looks as though we were 
going to have a drouth.” It has been four 
weeks, and now it is too late to take precat- 
tlons, to mulch our trees, and to prepare 
our crops to withstand a drouth. Little by 
little it steals on the harvest and on the 
ground, and we are in the midst of it, droop- 
ing and suffering, before we actually begin 
to see that it is a drouth. 

And it is pretty much so in religious 
meetings. Men are still singing their 
hymns, and still praying their prayers, and 
still talking about revivals and the interests 
of Christ’s kingdom ; but there is a subsi- 
dence, little by little, and we begin to say: 
“Well, if things are not quickened, we 
shall, by-and-by, begin to be in a declining 
atate;” and so spiritual drouth steals in- 
rensibly upon the heart and upon the 
church, and men are already in it before 
they really wake up and see that it is a 
drouth. : 

There is no violent assault. Sometimes 
there is the seeming of great damage, when 
a powerful thunder-storm—ag boys are ac- 
customed to eay, the breaking of a water- 
spout, or of a cloud, (though all clouds are 
broken, I take it, before they rain); and 
there gome deluges that, where the ground 
is inclined, tear deep furrows and gutters, 
and sweep away gardens, and do immense 
mischief in spots. On the other hand, 
when a drouth comes, there is no noise in 
it, no threat, nothing that terrifies any sense, 
nothing that has any power for mischief. 
But all the roar‘of thunder, all the deluging 
of rain, is rather to be coveted than sim- 


‘ple, silent, seemingly harmless holding- 


back of rain.. The negative is more dread- 
fui than the positive. — 

And so it isin spiritual decline. There 
are great enthusiasins, great fanaticisms, ac- 
company ing religious fervor, which mar the 
work of God, and defile the church; but 
all the wild-fire that ever went with revi- 
vals is not half so much to be dreaded as is 
the silent subsidence of religious sensibili- 
ty, inactiveness, deadness. 

When the drouth begins to come upon 
things, you will notice that there is a very 
great difference between different plants in 
acting under it. There are some plants 
that have their roots near the surface of 
the ground, and they do well ordinarily; 
but the moment there is the beginning of a 
drouth they feel it, and commence to shrink, 
and crumple up, and turn brown; and soon 
they are destroyed. There are others that, 
like the clover, have roots which: plunge 
far down into the ground—sometimes three 
or four feet—and they draw their supply 
from deep below the surface, and do not 
particularly feel superficial changes. I ob- 
serve that now on my lawn, wherever 
there is surface grass everything is dead; 
but wherever there are tufts of clover, it is 
as green as ever. And you will see the 
same thing in churches. You will see that, 
in the case of nine out of ten, when there is 
spiritual drouth, their roots run so shal- 
low, they are spread so much upon the 
surface, that, at the first indication of a 
spiritual drouth, they shrivel, and wither, 
and turn brown. Whereas, you will notice 
in the case of others that they are like these 
tafts of clover, and that they thrust their 
roots down so far that they are not affécted 
by surface-changes, and are green ail the 
time. 


When I came down from my place in 
the country, I observed the trees along the 
Hudson River; and, seeing how succulent, 
and green, and plump they were, I said; 
“They must have had rain down here, any- 
how.” But it instantly occurred to me that 
it was said in the Psalms that the righteous 
man should be like a tree planted. by the 
rivers of water. There it was. The roots 
ran into the Hudson; and, although there 
was no rain, they did not want any rain. 


Now, whether you have long roots, or 


grow by favoring streams, so that your 
roots have an everlasting supply, it is all 
the same. There be some long-rooted, or 
happy-rooted persons that stand green 
through ail the decline of spiritual con- 
cerns, to ap the sadness more sad on the 
one side, on the make 
cheer more — bare. ™ 

There is one other thing that occurs to 
me. I notice that where | double-plowed 
the ground, turning up the sub-soil to & 
depth of twenty-four or thirty inches, there 
crops do not euffer; but that where I 
Plowed but once, and the soil is shallow, 
there the crops suffer most. 

And it is Just so in times of trouble. In 
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those that have a deep, ascertained Christian 
experience there has been a culture and 
preparation beforehand for the meeting and 
mastering of every ill; whereas, in those 
that have but a shallow and superficial 
Christian experience, there is no such cul- 
ture and preparation. You cannot have 
grace to meet strong temptations unless 
you have had Christian experience, and 
Obristian experience earried down deep, 
and made so habitual that it becomes a 
source of supply. Where the roots are 
long, and the soil is mellowed far below 
the surface of the ground, there is no fear 
of drouth; but where the roots are short, 
and the soil is but little plowed, all changes 
produce their most disastrous effects. And 
as it is with temporal things, so it is with 
spiritual. 

All signs failin dry weather. My barom- 
eter has’ been up, and down, and middle- 
wise, and every way, and it could not fetch 
rain. I have looked at the thermometer, 
and at the sun, and at the sky, and we have 
had every sign porsible that would bring 
an abundance of rain; but all signs fail in 
dry weather. And, although [ have gone 
to bed, feeling sure that it would be better 
in the morning, yet, when the morning 
came, there was the old brass sun, just as 
relentless as ever. And J have done look- 
ing at the sun, and gone to work hoeing in 
my garden, satisfied ihat that is the only 
way to resist the drouth. If you would 
save your plants, you must keep the surface 
of the ground mellow, and water each 
plant that needs especial care. Go to work, 
and take care of your crops, and let the 
sun take care of himself. 

1 have seen persons watch for revivals; 
for the return of religiousinterest ; for this, | 
that, and the other change. It is of no use. 
All signs fail in dry weather in the church, 
as well as out of the church. The only 
way is to go to work upon specials, and 
each man for himself. By-and-by. proba- 
bly when we are not thinking of it, and in 
the way that we least look for it, there will 
be the sound of rain in the heavens; and 
oh, how blessed that sound will be! How 
the leaves will clap their hands! How 
things that, over night, hung drooping and 





seared will, in the morning, stand up suc- 
culent and plump! Now there is not water 
enough to give the convolvults substance 
enough to support itself a minute after it is 
picked. In ordinary times, you can pick it 
in the morning, and it will hold itself up 
till supper-time ; but now, after you pick 
it, before you can get it into a tumbler it 
will collapse. There is not water enough 
to fill up the tissues, and make it self-sus- 
taining. But, by-and-by, when the rain be- 
gins to come, all the plants will lie to and 
drink. As the babe drinks at the bosom of 
its mother, so every root and flower and 
tree will drink at the bosom of the univer- 
sal mother. How bright and cheerful all 
things, revived and refreshed, will look! 
and how they will give thanks to God! — 
except some ; except those that cannot re- 
vive. After things have gone beyond a 
certain point of drouth, there is no help for 
them. Some that are hardier and tougher 
will come out all right; but others will 
not. If they live, they will be cripples, 
and you will feel more like helping kill 
them than like nursing them. 

It is so with spiritual drouth. Many re- 
vive, and come to, and hold up their leaves, 
and blossom out, and get along very well ; 
but many are carried so far that they never 
recover, and the season is over with them. 

Now, Christian b:ethren, let us turn to 
advantage all these phenomena of nature 
and happenings of things outside of us. It 
was the pattern set by our Savior. There 
is something to be learned from every phe- 
nomenon of nature, almost, if we know how 
tO turn it to spiritual profit. "And when 
you see the dust and the dry leaves, and 
hear the complaints of men about the drouth 
every where, remember that there is a worse 
drouth than that which is upon us. And 
when the rain comes to us, remember that 
there are drops more blessed than those 
which come from the clouds, and pray that 
God will send a shower of righteousness. 
And we do not need to forget to ask for 
natural rain on the fields. : 





THE SHAKERS AT ENFIELD.

Durixe a recent tour for recreation and 
pleasure, 1 took occasion, while near their 
community, to tisit the Shakers at Enfield. 
This pleasant town is located on the 
northern Connecticut tier, and forms a part 
of that fine agricultural valley which lies 
between Springfield and Hartford—being 
about twelve miles south of the former, 
and, I should judge, twenty-five miles north 
of the latter city. The carriage-ride from 
Rockville, in Tolland County, to Fnfield, 
passes over that famous aliuvial tract on 
the Connecticut river which is so largely 
devoted to the culture of the “ seed-leaf” to- 
bacco, but which also. lends its fertility in 
making corn, oats, and other crops, with 
equally successful results. If there are any 
better farms in the state, where a fine soil 
is joined to careful culture, they have es- 
caped my observation. 
| The region which the Shaker settlement 
covers is the very cream of the upper val- 
ley, The road, already indicated, which I 
took to reach it, is lined with thrifty farms, 
and the landscape on every side is one of 
quiet and bewitching beauty. “The far-off 
bills lie bathed in a dreamy languor, while 
the intervening valley justifies the ideal Ar- 
cadia which graces the poet’s verse. By 
the wayside we passed the pink-faced eglan- 
tine, and other summer beauties. Here it 
may be said emphatically, 

“Over ten thousand thousand acres 


The Shaker settlement embraces about 
three thousand acres of the best land in the 
township, whjch is tilled with remarkable 


west, and center of the farm ; but one group, 
not being needed by the community, is 
rented to worldly tenants. The family 
OL a ee 
reception ve us was un- 
eae oon cordial and friendly. 
There were four in our party, and we read 
as we entered the hospitable threshold the 
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The buildings here, which consist of a 
dairy, work-house, school, trustee’s office 
etc., besides barns and other out-buildings, 
form, in part, something like a bdllew 
square. They are of the plainest archi- 
tecture, and furnished plainly within, but 
the scrupulous air of neatness, inside and 
out, is the feature which first strikes every 
observer. In the government of each family 
there are three or four elders and deacons, 
and two lady-superiors, or deaconesses, 
who take upon themselves the authority. 
As the men were mostly in the harvest- 
fields at work, our talk was principally with 
the lady-superiors, “Sister Martha,” and 
“Sister Anna.” We were taken all over 
the buildings, allowed to inspect the dif 
ferent lodging-rooms ‘and their furniture, 
and were shown through the dairy and 
work-house. The school-house, I believe, 
was not in operation, as I saw several of the 
younger sisters there sewing, while passing 
near the window of the building. 

To all of our questions Sister Martha, who 
accompanied us on our survey, gave brief 
but intelligent answer, frequently using the 
quaintly-sounding “yea” and “nay,” 
which they prescribe in place of the Gentile 
yes and no. I took up a substantial piece 
of blanketing on one of the beds, examined 
the braided rugs and carpets, and asked if 
they were home-made. 

“ Yea; we make all these things.” | 

We expressed surprice at the perfect 
cleanliness of the floors and windows in 
the rooms far up in the building; but Sister 
Martha, who had charge of them, ssid, 
“ Nay ;” though agreeing that she had tried 
hard to keep them clean. I made an un- 
successful effort to find a cobweb, or a little 
speck of dirt, and I am sure one might roll 
on the floors in a suit of white linen, and 
rise from them unsoiled. The floors are 


not all carpeted, and where visible are | 


made of tightly-matched pine or spruce, 
shaved smooth, and shining with a peculiar 
polish. 

The dairy, where they make butter and 
cheese, is a building in the rear, which, I 
should say, exhibited thrifty housewifery, 
were there any wives here. At the work- 
house two or three of the sisters were busy 
picking over blackberries. One saluted 
Sister Martha with: “See; we have got 
some blackberries ;” and seemed happy to 
make this announcement. Eating now and 
then as they separated the poor ones and 
the stems, I imagine Queen Victoria, steal- 
ing away to market for a dozen eggs, ae it 
is said she has secretly done, could not be 
more cheerful and contenfed. They had 
just taken from the oven a fine baking of 
bread, and so much is this prized by some 
of the world’s people that they come often 
to buy it. A lady was negotiating for a 
loaf as we passed in the door, but her im- 
portunity, after they had stated there wag 
none to spare, was so excessive it failed. 

The garden is a feature here. It is filled 
with all vegetables and the seeds thereof. 
Every plant that has virtues, medicinal or 
other, is respected. I saw one of the elder 
brethren, an old man over sixty, drive a 
horse-cart to the barn, loaded with catnip. 
This they put up in some form and cell. 
There were little boys in the garden, adopt- 
ed from the world, working in the straw- 
berry-beds, thinning and tending the plants. 
Sister Martha asked them if they were at 
work, to which they said, “ Yea.” Two or 
three other questions she asked them in a 
kindly tone, and they replied, “ Yea.” 
These little fellows were dressed in the cos- 
tume of the sect, and had their hair cut 
close in front, with long locks tapering 
down behind. A’ young man of twenty- 
one, “a most excellent brother,” Sister 
Martha told us, who walked by us, had the 
care of these boys. As I looked on his se- 
rious face just blossomed to mashood, and 
bis stout, healthy form, I wondered if his 
ideal of life and happiness was met by the 
creed to which he had given so early his 
vows. But he passed on, with an earnest 
step, to his labor, as if no ripple of hilarity 
but a pensive, inward meditation held his 
mind. 

When we returned to the trustee’s 
house, accepting a few flowers which Sis- 
ter Martha gathered for us on the way, Sis- 
ter Anna announced that our supper was 
ready. The meal was not set in the regu- 
lar dining-room—perhaps she thought we 
shculd not like the hard benches where the 
men sat by themselves—but in a pleasant 
sitting-room opposite. Everything was of 
the most genuine and substantial make. 
The bread, and cake, and cheese would 
have taken premiums at a county fair; and 
they also brought forward some excellent 
pie, delicious canned peaches, and all the 
et ceteras that go to make up a sumptuous 
meal. Sister Anna had been so mindful of 
our fatigue as to put on a large decanter of 
whortleberry wine four years old, which I 
happened to call “delicious,” whereat Sis- 
ter Martha went to a generous cupboard 
near by,and handed us a decanter of 
metheglin. I asked if both were of their 
own make, and the age. 

“Yea,” said Sister Martha; “it is four 
years old. If you like it, I will leave the 
decanter.” A better collation need not be 
set before a king—and I doubt if Jeff. Davis 
had as good one, even in the palmy days 
of secession. 

We were taken into the Hall, where they 
hold religious worship. The meeting- 
house is with the center family; but there 
are sometimes rainy days, and feeble mem- 
bers who cannot ride out—and this room is 
for those who cannot go to the regular wor- 
sbip. Its floor is polished like glass, and 
when I rubbed my hand over it the effect 
was like touching the surface of a mirror. 
1 was sorry not to witness their religious 
exercises, but these are held only on Sun- 
day. A doctrinal work, called “The Mil- 
lennial Church,” lay on the table in one of 
the rooms. I took it up, and was sufficient- 
ly interested to read the whole chapter 
which upholds the cardinal virtue of a vir- 
gin life, and. which makes the celibate con- 
dition essential to sinlessness. The sincer- 
ity of the writer, and the with 
which even scriptural citations were made 
to do duty, were worthy of admiration. 
Do not put it to the account of bachelor- 
liood, Mr. Tilton, if I say that doctrines 
much more universally held by the world 
are not half so ably supported. You know 
what St. Augustine says: “ Nulla falea doo- 
trina est, que non aliquid veri permisceat.” 

I asked Sister Martha if this book was 
the bible of their religion. She said; 
“ Nay ; it is the statement of brethren.” [ 
asked if there was not some book that con- 
tained the sermons or sayings of Ann Lee, 
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(or “Mother Lee,” 28 She is called, the 
founder of the sect,) in a collected form. 
She said: “ Nay; you know Ann Lee was 
@ very illiterate woman. She wrote no 
book; but many things which she said 
have been penned by different writers.” 
Remarking that her sect resembled the 
Quakers outwardly, from which it is an off- 
shoot, she said: “ Yea; but we are very 
different. 1 think the Quakers are asincere, 
good people, and live up to what light the 
have.” 

The Shakers in this. community numbe: 
about two hundred—some fifty to a family. 
Each hopsehold has its own section of land 
to till, keeps its own treasury, and is inde- 
pendent in a large measure. 

Our visit terminated very pleasantly; and 
we took our departure late in the day. As 
I left bebind me their thrifty farms, and 
sleek cattle, and generous crops, I could not 
help feeling an increased respect for this 
strange people. In error they undoubtedly 
are; but they prove their sincerity by a life 
against nature, and by merging, as no other 
people have done before, all distinction of 
“mine” and “thine” in a large fund and 
domain of which they are only the sup- 
ported tenants. 





THE TEMPERANCE DISCU SSION. 


FIFTH LETTER OF DR. BACON TO DR. MARSH. 


Dear Sim :—My first object in these let- 
ters has been to show that the late Council 
of Congregational churches ought not to be 
blamed for refusing to commit itself on the 
question of the Maine Law or the policy 
which you call prohibition. Doubtless it 
would bea convenient thing for you and 
other profe:sional agitators, if it could be 
understood that the wisdom of the statute 
in which the temperance agitation has cul- 
minated is accepted and certified by the Con- 
gregational churches, and that no man can 
be in perfectly good standing and repute as 
a Congregationalist who prefers some other 
legislative provision in aid of tempérance. 
Ifthe resolutions reported to the Council 
by the committee had been adopted with- 
out amendment, and without a division, 
you might have proclaimed that the Maine 
Law had been recognized by the Congre- 
gationalists in that great representative as- 
sembly as an article of their denomination- 
al system. Can any reasonable man blame 
the Council for refusing to commit itself 
and its constituency in that way? Evenif 
we admit that prohibition, as you call it, is 
theoretically unobjectionable, and that the 
working of it has not proved it to be im- 
practicable, would it be wise to expel from 
the ministry and from the communion of 
the Congregational churches everybody 
who is not of that opinion? In moving the 
amendment and dbjecting to th@ Maine 
Law, I intended to assert the right of a Con- 
gregational minister to think and to speak 
freely on that subject; andthe Council, in 
adopting the amendment, and refusing to 
commit itself for the Maine Law, intended 
nothing more than'to recognize and guard 
that right. oh 

But in these lettersI have not merely 
asserted the liberty of Congregationalists 
to think for themselves on the whole sub- 
ject of legislative measures tor the promo- 
tion of temperance. I have called your at- 
tention and that «of the public to the 
fact that the prohibition policy (if that 
may be called prohibition which is only a 
moe stringent method of regulation) is 
entirely a failure. The painful trath is 
that it would be difficult to find a more mis- 


.chievous lawlessness in regard to the sale 


and use of intoxicating liquors than that 
which exists where the Maine Law is the 
only law in aid of temperance. Nor is it 
difficult to understand why that expedient 
for the suppression of intemperance, or for 
the protection of society against the evils 
of an unrestrained traffic in such liquors, 
must be, especially under our political in- 
stitutions, the failure which it has been. I 
trust that even in the desultory composition 
of these letters, 1 have so far succeeded as 
to make both the failure and the reason of 
it plain to unprejudiced readers. When I 
add that I have not written with the expec- 
tation of convincing you, and others whose 
relations to the Maine Law are analogous 
to yours, I imply no disrespect to you or to 
them—nothing more than a distrust of my 
own power to convince the editor of the 
“New York Prohibitionist” and the cor- 
responding secretary of the American 'Tem- 
perance Union. 

At this stage in the progress of our cor- 
respondence, you will allow me to turn 
aside for the purpose of considering the 
Hon. Mr. Greeley’s view.of the subject, as 
given in The Independent of August 34. 
Brigadier-General Dow pronounces Mr. 
Greeley’s article “superficial and hasty.” 
[Journal of Am. Temp. Union, for August.] 
My impression is that the well-known editor 
of the Tribune has thought on the subject 
as deeply and as carefully as any other ad- 
yocate of the Maine Law ; and that his ar- 
ticle presents with great precision and cor- 
rectness the theory and doctrine of the 
Neal-Dow policy. Probably the “ superfi- 
cial and hasty” part of that article, in the 
General’s opinion, is the introductory para- 
graph, where Mr. Greeley admits “ that the 
Maine Law has not proved so effective, so 
useful, as [he] hoped, and that we are yet 
far from perfection in our recognized modes 
of bringing legislation to the aid of tem- 


decided wisely in affirming the principle 
that legislation should be invoked in aid of 
temperance, and declining to be committed 
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Is this statement “ superficial” or “ has- 
ty”? Is it not a true and philosophic state- 
ment of the theory: which underlies the 
whole policy of so-called prohibition? 
Does the General vindicate his own Maine 
Law on any other theory than this? Does 
any temperance lecturer, insisting on the 
theory of prohibition, give any other ae 
count of it than this? By “alcohol” Mr. } 
Greeley means any and every “alcoholic 
liquid”—in other words any and every li- 
quid in which the alcoholic fermentation 
has taken place, and has not proceeded to 
the acetous fermentation. Accordingly, he 
proceeds to say: 

“The first question to be settled in the 
framing of liquor laws is one ef pure 
sctence orfact. If aleohol be noxious only 
when ured inordinately—if it may be prop- 
erly used, as itro long has been used, to 
re-enforce exhausted or overtaxed muscu- 
lar energy, and to incite exhilaration—then 
we should have license laws; while, if all 
alcoholic liquids are essentially noxious 
and poisonous without regard to the quan- 
tity imbibed, save as any great evil is more 
to be deprecated and shunned than a ‘little 
one—then the end which legislation should 
contemplate is prohibition, not of all possi- 
ble uses, but of all such uses as are shown 
to be pernicious.” 

This is a clear statement, deliberately 
made; and it is so far from being “ super- 
ficial” that it goes to the roots of the whole 
question. Mr. Greeley’s conclusion is the 
very principle on which the Maine Law, as 
I understand the case, is generally demand- 
ed and defended by those who believe in 
it. “Having been convinced that alcohol 
8 a poison, I hold that law should treat it 
as @ poison, and regulate its procurement 
and sale accordingly.” 

Why is not Mr. Greeley’s argument con- 
clusive ? 

1. What the law should do is not the only 
question in legislation. Or, more correct- 
ly, the answer to that question depends, in 
some measure, on what the law can do. 
If the Maine Law is essentially and inevita- 
bly impracticable in all or any of these 
United States ; if, instead of suppressing or 
restraining, or in any way regulating the 
“use or the cale of what Mr. Greeley calls 
alcohol, it operates as a universal license to 
sell and to drink all sorts of intoxicating 
liquore, however destructive to health and 
to morals; if the experience of many years 
in many different states has demonstrated 
that such a law will be tolerated by the 
people only on the condition that it shall 
not be executed, practical men, capable of 
entertaining more than one idea at a time, 
and earnestly desirous to protect society 
against the evils of universal license in the 
eale and use of “alcoholic liquids,” will 
hardly fail to conclude that the law should 
do what it can do against so terrible a tide 
of evils, and should not exhaust and dis- 
grace itself by continually attempting what 
it cannot do. 

2. On the question “of pure science and 
fact” Mr. Greeley and those who ‘hold with 
him are in a small minority. They use the 
word “alcohol” as a synonym for “alco- 
holic liquid,” by which they mean, not dis- 
tilled liqaors only, but every liquor from 
which alcohol might be distilled. In this 
sense of the wor they.hold ‘‘that alcohol 
is a poison.” Admitting now that they are 


right on the question of “ pure science and 
fact,” and that everybody ought to agree 
with them ; and admitting that, if their con- 
viction could be established as the univer- 
sal or general conviction, not only among 
men of science, but among the people at 
large, the sale of all fermented drinks 
could be effectuully prohibited, we en- 
counter a serious difficulty in the actual 
s'ate both of science and of public opinion. 
On the que:tion whether arsenic isa poi- 
son, or whether prussic acid is a poison, 
there are not two opinions either among 
men of science, or among the people at 
large. But onthe question whether beer 
and cider and the fermented juice of grapes 
are poison, men of science hold, nine-tenths 
of them, an opinion very different from the 
opinion held by Mr. Greeley ; while of the 
adult population in the United States, or in 
any particular state, four out of five agree 
with the scientific men on this question of 
pure science and fact, and not more than 
one out of five, be they ever so zealous 
against dram-shops, can be reckoned among 
the adherents of Mr, Greeley. How many 
people are there in the State of New York 
who believe, or can be made to believe, 
fhat malt liqaors are poison? How many 
in the State of Connecticut who believe, or 
can be made to believe, that cider is poi- 
son? And if, in the exigences of party 
politics, the private opinion of Mr. Greeley, 
and thesmall minority whom he may be 
regarded as representing, has happened to 
take the form of a statute, how can that 
statute be effectively and permanently exe- 
cuted without establishing a military des- 
potism ? 

8. On the supposition that all fermented 
vegetable juices are poison, and are intelli- 
gently recognized as poison by the law-giv- 
ing power, Mr. Greeley is right in saying 
that “the end which legislation should con- 
template is prohibition, not of all possible 
uses, butof such wees as are shown to be 
pernicious.” But the most salient feature 
of the statutes which you and Mr. Greeley 
recognize as prohibitory is that they do not 
prohibit, nor even pretend to prohibit, any 
use whatever of these poisons. Under the 
Maine Law, every man is at liberty to buy 
these poisons if he can find anybody will- 
ing to take the risk of selling them. Any 
man, having them in posession, is.at liberty 
to use them at his own discretion. He may

But, before dismissing the direct 
argument for “prohibition” as presented 
by Mr. G., I may be allowed to acknowl- 
edge my error in imputing to you an opin- 
ion which seems essential to any valid de- 
fense of the Maine Law. You disclaim,

ing of a glass of cider, or of lager-beer, is 
asin. My dear sir, if there is no sin in 
drinking it, can there be any sin in selling 
it? How can the traffic in such drinks be 
an immorality, if the use of them is not an 
immorality? Especially, how can you, be- 
lieving and confeseing that it is not a sin to 
drink lager-beer and cider, expect to en- 
force and execute a law which expressly 
prohibits the selling of those two drinks, 
and undertakes to punish the seller as a 
criminal ?

OVER THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS, 


BY HON. SCHUYLER COLFAX. 





On Paciric Oczan, Berween 
Vicrorié 4eD Sax Francisco, July Sist, 1005. } 


FRIEND TILTON :—How you would have 
enjoyed this trip along with our party! It 
has been a constant feast to the eye and the 
mind; but 1 cannot give you any adequate 
idea of it with pen and ink. 

I remembered your wish that I should 
write you about this long continental jour- 
ney; but we have been on the go so inces- 
santly that my correspondence is all in 
arrears. My associates, by often locking 
themeelves up in their rooms, have managed 
to keep up theirs; but they allowed me no 
key to my doors in the many towns we 
have visited. 

We traveled straight across the continent 
by coach, stopping a week at Denver and 
among the Rocky Mountains of Colorado; 
a week in Salt Lake and the newly discov- 
ered rk; 2 in Rush Valley, 50 miles off— 
argued Against polygamy with Brigham 
Young and his apostles; another week at 
Austin, in Eastern Nevada—so rich in silver 
veins, but so distant from supplies—and Vir- 
ginia City, Gold Hill, Silver City, Washoe 
and Carson in Eastern Nevada; another 
week at San Francisco, the New York of 
the Pacific, and its vicinity, and then start- 
ed north overland, to travel over as much 
as possible of the republic in that direc- 
tion. 

As we had come into California across 
the Sierra Nevada, by the Placerville route, 
we spent two days in going over the Sierra 
to Denver Lake and back again, on the 
Central Pacific Railroad route, where we 
saw 8,000 workmen, mainly Chinese, hard 
at work, pushing the track onward, up the 
mountain grades. The rides over the Sierra 
are the most exhilarating possible. Think 
of six horses on a run down a descending 
grade, whirling the coach sometimes close 
to the edge, and almost flying seven miles 
in twenty-four minutes ! 

We pushed our northern travel one 


and miles north from San, Francisco 
we stood. on the soil of Her Majesty's 


porsessions at the City of Victoria, Van 
couver’s Island, and saw out in the straits 
the island of San Juan, which, being dis- 
puted territory (the question being on which 
side of it the “main ship channel” runs), is 
harmoniously occupied by the forces of 
both nations. 

On our road up we saw those great 
monarchs of the mountains, Shasta, Hood, 
Rainier, St. Helen’s, and Baker, lifiing their 
snow-covered crests 14,000 to 18,000 feet 
high, each standing alone in grandeur; 
and we drove through the Rogue River and 
Umpqua Valleys, and that most famous of 
all,.the Willamette Valley in Oregon, 150 
miles long, and 30 to 50 miles wide, and 
yhich attracted immigration to that distant 
region over the trackless mountains and 
plains, even before gold was discovered on 
this coast. 

The prosperous and growing city of Port- 
land, over 4,500 miles from the other Port- 
land, was one of our stopping places; and 
we turned aside from our direct road to 
spend two days up the Columbia River, and 
enjoy, as we did, the sight of the Cascades 
and the Dalles. Both are flanked by the 
Oregon Steam Navigation Company, by 
railroads round them, the first five miles 
long, and the last fifteen, and above each of 
them you take another splendid steamer 
for your onward journey. This enerzetic 
company now navigate this river up to Lew- 
iston, in Idahe Territory, and by another 
year intend steamers on the Upper 
Columbia, n of our boundary line, and 
on Snake River to within 200 or 800 miles of 
the north end of the Great Salt Lake, though 
they will need portages of 100 miles or 
more to reach the points from which these 
new lines of steamers-will run. 

The Cascades, which resemble the Rap- 
ids of Niagara, are surrounded by the most 

scenery. But [ was even 
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it, and we were on the capital ocean steam- 
er, Sierra Nevada, and its prow turned 
toward the Golden Gate, 760 miles off by 
sea; and my first “ life on the ocean wave.” 

I have said nothing about receptions. 
But in concluding this very hurried and 
condensed sketch of this continental tour, 
I must allude to-what thrilled me, when, in 
Esquimalt Harbor, near Victoria, I 
on board Her Majesty’s steam frigate 
lej, a splendid vessel of 8,500 tons and 51 
guns, and saw the Stars and Stripes run up 
to their mast-head, and heard their band lay 
“ Hail Columbia,” and ** Yankee Dooille. 
I think that our banner and music looked 
and sounded even more impressively than 
ever, on foreign soil, and on the deck of 
a foreign frigate at that. 

My companions, Gov. Bross, and Messrs. 
Richardson and Bowle, are all well, and 
enjoying the trip hugely. We-.leave next 
pn pam | for the Yosemite, Big Trees, ete., 
and shall fill up the month visiting various 

ints in California. All of us but Mr. 
Richardson return home in the steamer of 
September 3d; but he contemplates a 
longer stay on the coast.

WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENCE. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28, 1865. 
To Tue Eprror or Tue INDEPENDENT: 


THE mayor of this city has been charged 
with defrauding the colored children of 
Washington of money appropriated for 
their education. If the charge be true, 
Mayor Wallach is dishonored and forever 
disgraced by his conduct. Readers of the 
daily newspapers know that Senator Sum- 
ner has preferred serious charges against 
him, and that he denies the truth of the 
Senator’s allegations, or, at least, he denies 
that he has refused to pay over to the col- 
ored children what is their due. He says 
the money has not been called for by any- 
body who is entitled to receive it. If this 
is a true statement, it does not relieve. the 
mayor of blame. The facts still tell against 
him, Congress provided that a portion of 
the taxes collected from colored people 
should be set apart for the support of colored 
schools. This money ts in the hands o 
Mayor Wallach—is under his control. 
Does anybody suppose that, if the chil- 
dren who were to receive it had white 
skins, it would not have been given to 
them long ago? Itis the same old story. 
The Constitution, laws, precedents stand 
forever in the way when itis proposed to do 
justice to black men, women, or children. 
he reader certainly will not forget that mn 
this very District three years ago slave- 
ae rife, and even as aman 
as Mr. Lincoln could not see way clear 
to stop it, while at the very time he was 
hourly violating every law of. the District 
which concerned white men—always ex- 
cepting slaveholders. Men were on 
our streets without law, stores and liquor- 
shops were closed, and this was before Oon- 
ess authorized the suspension of the ha- 
cag In short, martial law was 


» supreme tore—with the single exception of 


slaveholders. The Government 
dare (at that time) lay its finger on the priv- 
ileges of a slaveholder. Gradually we 
came out of that valley of humiliation, but 
at every step there has been a constitution- 
al or legal difficulty in the way of progress. 
At the first it was feared that there was no 
right under the Constitution to “ make war 
upon states.” Mo doubt the lawyers were 

ght enough, but necessity little for 
the lawyers. Common sense triumphed over 
disloyal. uibblers, and the nation was saved. 
The real lion in t.. way is colorphobia. 
Wallsch does not ike $2 a x. = No 
cation of “ niggers.” 

it is supposed that Congress will pass a 
law so plain that a Washington mayor can- 
not blunder over it. This is wise, but it 
can do a still better thing. Let it give the 
ballot to the colored manin the District. 
This will give security for the fature. 
There is a large colored pupulation here. 
It will compare favorably with the white 
population. 1t is far more loyal, and nearly 
as intelligent. Give the ballot to the negro 
here, and how long will Mayor Wallach 
wait todo him justice? He will want the 
votes of the colored men, and will be as 
anxious to conriliate.them as he has been 
in the past to please the Irish and German 
workingmen. It has always been amnsin, 
to watch our candidates for municip2 
offices just before election-day. Everything 
that they can do for the Trish and the 
German laborers is done. Work is given 
them upon our streets and pablic builaings. 
Petty offices are distributed among them. 
lt frequently is remarked that the office- 
seekers seem to overlook the large middle- 
class of merchants and property-owners in 
their frantic eagerness to secure the votes 
of poorer men. 

ow, suppose we give the colored man 
this chance in common with the [rishman. 
Let us compel the dem to take off 
his hat, and solicit the votes of black 
men! When he does that, he will promise 
to do various things for the satisfaction of 
bis colored constituents. If he proves false, 
he will not venture to ask their votes a sec- 
ond time. 

Where is there a better place than in this 
capital to begin with “negro suffrage”?
